DEATH OF GEORGE NICHOLS IN 


AN ACCIDENT AT KAUKAUNA. 


He Was One of the-Oldest Engineers 


In the Employ of the Northwestern 
Company—Formerly Resided in this 
Cit-y—The Burial Will Take Place 
Here, 
- 


Mrs. Ellen. Kic-bols of this citv, re 


ceived a telegram yesterday from her 
son, L. B. Nichols, stating that her 
brother-in-law, George Nichols, who fnr. 
merly resided in this 'City, had been 
killed in a railroad wreck at'Kaukauna, 
Wis. ! 


Mr. Nichols was a resident of Mil- 


waukee and was one of the oldest engin- 
eers in the employ of the Northwestern 
company. 


The accident happened just as the 


train was pulling into Kaukauna. 
The 


engine, j tender, and 
baggage car was 


badly wrecked. Nichols was found un- 
der the fire door and steam guage 
pipe of the engine penned to the earth: 
his skull was broken in several planes 
and his body scalded with escaping 
steam. 


The fireman, escaped by jumping 


when the engineer gave b. warning cry. 
The engine began to le:ave the track 
just at the switch, and ran about the 
length of four care, bumping along on 
the ties on one side and plunging up the 
earth on the other, when the final craeh 
came, overturning both the engine and 
tender, and tearing 
the baggage car 


loose from its truck. 


The only other person hurt was At- 


torney C, E.McMullen of Kaukauna who 
was in the smoker, and wua thrown for- 
ward on the next seat in front cjtting a 
gash under his chin which had to be 
closed by three or four stiches.

BOERS NOT BEATEN YET. 


Correwponclent Divrta Believe* Soutli 


Afrlunn Wnr In Fur From Endert. 
Richard Harding Davis returned re- 


cently from the Transvaal, where for 
two months ho was in the midst of 
hostilities as a newspaper correspond- 
ent. He made the return trip on'the1 


American liuer New York. "When he 
came ashore, he said to n Now York 
Tribune reporter: 
• • 


"Some of the British say that I am a 


renegade! Well, whatever they say, It 
ia true that I went over to the Boers 
after 1 had endured English censorship 
as long as 1 could. The reason I left 
the British is best'given in the follow- 
ing bit ol1 history: In one of the engage- 
ments which took place ou the murcli 
of tlie British to Trctoda a detach- 
ment of English soldiers became sepa- 
rated from the main /force. There was 
a slight fog afloat, ami when these m»n 
returned to the main column their 
comrades mistook them for Boers'and. 
firing into tlieui, killed several. It was 
simply the result ol' bad generalship. 
Accordingly 1 wrote the account of the 
nugagenieut just as it occurred. 1 said 
that -the English troop's .had through 
mistake shot dowa. their owu-klusmeiiJ 
The military censor'read the dispatch 
and said that he could not pass It. 


'. " '\Vliy'nbt?' 1. asked, 'Is it not true?' 


" 'True, yes,' was the answer, 'but 1 


cannot pas*, it.-: Von must say instead 
that the bullets came dangerously iiear 
these men..' . \Vell, I had a teetb to 
•teeth talk with the man aud finally 
got the dispatch through. This was 
only one instance. And, for a fact, as 
long as 1 staid with the British 1 
could not get my dispatches through 
without either having them haggled 
or wholly cut to pieces. 


"There xvas a funny story running 


through the British lines one day about 
Bofcr, barbarism, and our young consul. 
Adelbert S. Hay. played a .picturesque 
as well as a diplomatic role In it. 
Now. the Boers were wont to coat the 
ends of their bullets wfth.a kind of 
grease to prevent; them splitting in. 
the gun barrel, 
^iftei-a certain time 


this grease took on au emerald color. 
It appears that some British soldfcre 
chanced to find a few bullets from the 
Boer rilles without usiug a surgeon's 
Instrument, aud ou sight of the grei'ii 
grease' they thought that the' bullets 
were poisoued. 
With remarkable ra- 


pidity it was uoised about that thi> 
Boers were such barbarians as to use 
poisoued bullets. 
Mr. Hay, our new 


consul, at Pretoria, happeuecl to come 
into one of the British tents when such 
a bullet was on exhibition. Having 
looked at the projectile a long time 
and -smelied 
It 
carefully, he said: 


'Why. these fell by mistake Into :i 
pudding. They are only -flavored with 
wintefgreeu.' 
And, .'so saying, he lick-, 


ed off the green with apparent relish. 
That disposed of that story of Boer 
barbarism. 


"The English at the present time Uavt 


.all they can do to hold their own In 
the Transvaal. 
General 
Roberts Is 


now.at Pretoria witii S.OOO men, aud it 
takes most of bis 'waking hours ' to 
keep his lines of' communication open 
with the ocean. The whole situation 
closely resembles what would happen 
if the English .should' take .Albany 
with a few thousand troops and all the 
people of New York, having taken ref- 
uge in the Adirondacks, should make 
daily sorties to'.yie southward and te::r 
up the tracks of the New York Central 
and West Shore railroads. 


"It is my humble opinion that the 


Boers are better fixed today than they 
were in the beginning. The37 have pro- 
visions to last them for the next two 
years and plenty of fresh air aud, ex- 
ercise. 
They can keep the British 


guessing alt the time in the meanwhile. 
Yes, sir, England needs all the troops 
she has in Africa for the squabble 
there. Sh'e is afraid to transfer a sin- 
gle soldier from the Transvaal to 
China."
